JOHN  BROWNLEE 

Best  known  for  his  successes  in  leading  baritone  roles  with 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  and  for  his  triumphant  opera  and  con- 
cert appearances  throughout  the  United  States,  Europe,  and 
South  America,  John  Brownlee  is  no  stranger  to  the  lighter 
side  of  the  footlights. 

Now  in  kilt  and  tam-o'-shanter,  he  uses  his  unique  vocaL 
and  dramatic  gifts  to  transport  audiences  to  the  bonnie  braes 
of  a  Scotland  that  has  long  been  the  source  of  romantic  legend 
in  song  and  story. 

Of  Scottish  ancestry  himself,  John  Brownlee  has  a  natural 
fondness  for  things  Scottish.  Genial  and  lively  in  temperament, 
possessing  distinguished  good  looks  and  a  magnificent  voice,  he 
continues  to  win  plaudits  at  the  Met,  where  he  made  his  debut 
20  years  ago. 

When  he  was  21,  John  Brownlee  sang  "The  Messiah"  at 
Town  Hall  in  his  native  Melbourne,  Australia.  The  great  Nellie 
Melba  was  in  the  audience  and  was  so  impressed  with  his  talent 
she  came  back  stage.  Some  years  later,  after  studies  in  Paris, 
her  young  protege  was  singing  Marcello  to  Dame  Nellie's  Mimi 
in  her  farewell  performance  of  "La  Boheme"  at  Covent  Garden, 
London. 


WILLIAM  HARTIGAN 

William  Hartigan  has  recently  returned  from  the  Antarctic 
with  the  only  available  complete  motion  picture  record  of  "Oper- 
ation Deepfreeze,"  this  country's  part  in  the  first  major  phases 
of  the  International  Geophysical  Year. 

Mr.  Hartigan's  lectures  and  films  cover  every  phase  of  Op- 
eration Deepfreeze  I  and  II,  which  established  bases  and  set 
up  supply  depots  for  IGY.  He  reports  on  perilous  flights  from 
New  Zealand  to  Antarctica,  ice  strip  landings,  exploration  for 
sites,  building  a  632  mile  trail  over  ice,  snow  and  crevasses  deep 
into  the  interior,  and  of  the  struggle  to  survive  through  sub- 
zero weather,  blizzards  and  numerous  unseen  hazards  of  the 
Antarctic.  He  narrowly  escaped  death  four  times  and  flew  over 
the  South  Pole  seven  times. 


JOHN  MADIGAN 

John  Madigan,  assistant  managing  editor  and  national  editor 
of  The  Chicago  American,  has  covered  the  Chicago,  Midwest 
and  National  scene  for  20  years.  As  a  regular  panelist  on 
CBS-TV's  "Face  the  Nation,"  and  in  earlier  years  as  a  panelist 
on  "Meet  the  Press,"  "Press  Conference,"  and  "Reporters  Round- 
up," he  has  interviewed  scores  of  national  and  world  figures. 

Mr.  Madigan  is  recognized  in  the  newspaper  field,  govern- 
ment and  public  affairs  as  an  accurate  reporter  and  analyst  of 
international  and  domestic  events.  In  many  years  in  Washing- 
ton, he  specialized  in  politics,  legislation,  and  labor.

He  is  a  trustee  of  the  National  Maritime 
Museum,  vice-president  of  the  Society  of  Nautical  Research, 
member  of  the  famed  Chicago  Adventurer's  Club  and  the  ex- 
clusive Circumnavigators'  of  New  York.

DR.  JACK  SCHUBERT 

"A  Scientist  who  can  speak!"  That  is  the  remark  most 
frequently  heard  when  audiences  hear  Dr.  Schubert  lecture. 

In  this  day  of  earth  satellites,  atomic  energy  and  the  threat 
of  Soviet  aggression,  it  is  vitally  important  that  our  scientists 
speak  out.  Dr.  Schubert  speaks  forcefully,  with  refreshing 
candor  and  objectivity,  spicing  his  talks  with  a  keen  sense  of 
humor.

He  has  been  associated  with  the  Manhatten 
atomic  project  from  its  beginnings  in  1942,  both  m  Chicago  and 
Oak  Ridge.  At  present  he  is  a  senior  scientist  with  the  Ar- 
gonne  National  Laboratory. 
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DR.  LELAND  MILES 

Leland  Miles  is  one  of  those  rare  combinations  —  a  humor- 
ist and  a  philosopher.  He  has  the  gift  of  being  able  to  discuss  a 
profound  subject,  yet  keep  his  audience  highly  amused. 

After  receiving  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  he  embarked  on  a  provocative  series  of  speeches  and 
articles  which  aroused  editorial  comment  nationally  and  are 
now  incorporated  in  his  book  of  essays,  "Americans  Are  People.

Supplementing  this  program  were  our  contribu- 
tions to  the  following  Federation  projects:  $75,  scholarship  for 
an  elementary  teacher;  $60,  Indian  scholarship;  $37.50  for 
Musical  Pennies  and  $37.50  to  Penny  Art  fund;  material  aid  to 
the  American  Indians:  also  sale  of  materials  made  by  the  blind. 
$225;  promotion  of  subscriptions  to  the  Indiana  Clubwoman  and 
the  General  Federation  Clubwoman  magazines;  and  the  review 
and  evaluation  of  a  four  weeks'  television  program  for  NBC. 

The  use  of  our  club  house  was  donated  for  the  Allen  County 
Federation  Convention. 
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All  Federation  meetings  were  well  attended  by  delegates 
from  our  club  throughout  the  year.  Our  president-elect  attended 
as  delegate  the  IFC  Convention  at  Lafayette  and  the  GFWC 
Convention  at  Detroit. 


The  club  rooms  were  thoroughly  cleaned  before  the  fall 
opening.  The  entrance  hall  and  stair  well  were  painted.  The 
elevator,  foyer,  lounge,  and  all  hallways  were  washed.  The 
kitchen  was  painted.  This  included  walls,  ceiling,  cupboards 
inside  and  out,  and  furniture.  Contents  of  cupboards  were 
washed  before  being  put  back  in  place.  Cafe  curtains  were  hung 
at  the^  kitchen  windows.  Twelve  dozen  punch  cups,  twelve  dozen 
fruit  juice  glasses,  four  aluminum  water  pitchers,  and  six  dozen 
ash  trays  were  purchased. 

The  frame  for  storing  extra  tables  and  chairs  was  moved 
from  the  cloak  room  to  the  cateress'  room.  It  was  varnished 
and  the  shelves  covered  with  carpet  to  protect  the  tables  and 
chairs.  The  desk  was  moved  from  the  cloak  room,  and  parts 
of  the  supports  of  the  cloak  racks  were  cut  off,  making  more 
floor  space. 

The  plants  were  returned  from  the  florist,  who  had  cared 
for  them  during  the  summer.  Some  new  ones  were  purchased. 
Daffodil  bulbs  were  planted  between  the  shrubs  on  either  side 
of  the  walk  leading  to  the  club  entrance. 

The  three  pianos  were  tuned.  A  uniform  coat  was  pur- 
chased for  the  custodian.  Six  white  aprons  were  provided  for 
the  cloak  room  attendant.

Bills  were  allowed  for  a  cupboard  built  for  tables  and  chairs 
and  for  repairs  to  the  drinking  fountain,  the  toilet  off  the  kitch- 
en, the  outside  lights,  the  buzzer  system,  the  elevator,  and  the 
fire  extinguishers. 

The  Trustees  purchased  a  book  to  record  donors  to  the 
Memorial  Endowment  Fund. 

Mr.  William  McNagny  was  selected  to  represent  the  Wom- 
an's Club  as  legal  advisor.

The  business  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's  Club  during  this, 
its  thirty-third  year,  was  carried  on  in  eight  regular  and  three 
called  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  two  regular  and 
three  called  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mrs.  Hamilton 
Hunter,  the  Club's  devoted  and  efficient  President,  led  the  Board 
of  thirty-five  faithful  members  in  its  efforts  to  guard  and  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  organization. 

Among  many  decisions  of  far-reaching  effect  were  the  fol- 
lowing: 1)  The  increase  in  dues  made  possible  a  more  generous 
and  equitable  allowance  to  each  department  for  its  social,  cul- 
tural, and  philanthropic  activities;  and  2)  The  long-time  dream 
of  our  Founder,  Mrs.  John  E.  Moring,  is  now  a  reality,  a  Me- 
morial Endowment  Fund  having  been  established.  Its  provisions 
are  stated  in  Article  II,  Section  6  of  the  By-Laws.  The  amount 
in  the  fund  already  totals  $5,562.45,  accumulated  through  three 
legacies,  two  gifts,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  Club  projects  in  1957 
and  1958,  the  Theater  Holidays. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  William  Waterfield,  the 
Trustees  authorized  needed  repairs  and  improvements  to  the 
clubhouse.  They  also  acted  upon  requests  and  recommendations 
from  the  Board.  Elected  as  new  officers  were  Mrs.  Lee  Carlson, 
Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Nathan  L.  Salon,  Secretary. 

All  officers  and  standing  and  special  committees  functioned 
with  outstanding  efficiency.  Finances  are  in  excellent  condition, 
and  the  House  has  shown  a  gratifying  profit.  A  great  amount 
of  publicity  appeared  in  the  local  papers  and  in  the  Indianapolis 
News,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Publicity  Chairman.  The  mem- 
bership stands  at  932. 

During  1957-1958,  23  general  Club  programs  were  presented, 
including  those  at  the  Opening  Reception,  the  Anniversary 
Luncheon,  and  the  May  Breakfast.  The  speakers  and  performers 
covered  a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  among  them  world  affairs, 
peoples  and  places,  the  fine  arts,  and  the  art  of  living.  Approx- 
imately six  thousand  members  and  two  hundred  eighty-two 
guests  took  advantage  of  these  program  offerings. 

The  departments  held  their  special  functions  and  parties, 
which,  though  traditional,  were  new  and  original  in  concept  and 
execution.  Classes  were  offered  in  bridge,  legal  facts  for  women, 
and  parliamentary  law,  as  well  as  two  lectures  for  the  Lenten 
season.  The  Fine  Arts  Department  brought  to  the  auditorium 
five  art  exhibits,  including  paintings  from  the  Hoosier  Salon. 

The  Club  was  proud  to  make  its  philanthropic  contributions 
more  generous  than  usual.  Specific  donations  were  $250  to 
the  Needlework  Guild.  $50  to  the  Christmas  Bureau,  $35  to  the 
United  Fund.  $10  to  Christmas  Seals,  $25  to  the  Heart  Fund, 
$10  to  the  Red  Cross.  $75  to  each  department  for  its  contribu- 
tion to  Federation  and  other  chosen  philanthropic  projects,  $63 
apiece  to  the  Girl  Scouts  and  the  Young  Women's  Christian  As- 
sociation for  camperships,  and  the  same  amount  to  the  Fine 
Arts  Foundation.  Other  material  help  and  service  were  given 
to  the  Indians  of  the  West,  the  Fort  Wayne  State  School,  the 


Allen  County  Home,  the  Christ-Child  Festival,  the  Polio  Booth, 
and  the  League  for  the  Blind. 

Co-operation  was  granted,  when  requested,  to  the  Retarded 
Children's  Association,  the  Better  Business  Bureau,  the  Chamber 
and  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  other  organizations.  The 
Club  participated  in  the  meetings  of  the  Social  Planning  Coun- 
cil of  the  United  Chest  and  was  a  member  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
and  Allen  County  Women's  Council. 

Whole-hearted  co-operation  was  given  the  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  in  its  extensive  program.  We  entertained  at  the 
Annual  Federation  Breakfast,  when  Mrs.  Hiram  Cole  Houghton 
was  the  speaker,  and  opened  our  doors  for  the  Federation 
Bridge  and  the  County  Convention.  Members  attended  the 
County,  District,  and  State  Conventions,  and  our  President  went 
to  the  General  Convention  at  Asheville,  N.  C. 

With  deep  sorrow,  the  members  of  the  Club  noted  the  death 
of  a  beloved  past-president,  Mrs.  Walter  Jones,  and  of  11  other 
valued  members  and  friends. 

In  closing,  your  Secretary  would  like  to  commend  the  hun- 
dreds of  women  who  worked  so  hard  on  comm^ees.  to  say  God- 
speed to  a  loyal,  devoted  group  of  retiring  officers,  and 
committee  chairmen,  and  to  wish  for  the  incoming  President 
and  her  Board  a  loyal  membership,  good  judgment  and  courage 
in  making  decisions,  and  year  of  productive  and  pleasurable 
activity  in  the  interests  of  the  Club.

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  THE 
FORT  WAYNE  WOMAN'S  CLUB. 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Club  shall  be  to  form  an 
organized  center  for  the  educational,  philanthropic,  and  social 
development  of  its  members  and  the  civic  betterment  of  the 
community. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  Members  of  this  Club  shall  be  active,  associate, 
honorary,  and  life.  Any  women  interested  in  the  purpose  of  this 
Club  may  be  nominated  for  membership.  Charter  members 
shall  be  those  active  members  signing  for  membership  before 
June  1,  1925. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Registrar,  and  a  Parliamentarian.  The 
officers  shall  constitute  an  executive  committee  for  emergencies. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Club  shall  con- 
sist of  the  officers  of  the  Club,  the  chairmen  of  all  departments, 
the  chairmen  of  standing  and  special  committees,  and  six  mem- 
bers-at-large. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  Regular  monthly  meetings  shall  be  held  from 
October  to  May. 

ARTICLE  VI 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club,  the  proposed  amendment  having  been  mailed  to  each 
member  of  the  Club  thirty  days  before  the  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  I  —  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
PRESIDENT  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Club.  She  shall  appoint  the  Parliamen- 
tarian and  all  chairmen  of  committees  of  the  General  Club.  She 
shall  also  appoint  one  member  each  year  to  serve  for  a  period 
of  five  years  on  the  Refurnishing  Committee.  All  these  appoint- 
ments must  be  approved  by  the  Board.  The  President  shall  be 
a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees  except  the  Nominating 
Committee.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She 
shall  be  a  delegate  to  all  Federation  meetings,  with  expenses 
paid.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  one  year  after  retirement.  She  shall  be  made  a  life 
member  of  the  Club.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  the 
President  shall  appoint  a  duly  qualified  member  to  assume  the 
duties  of  that  office. 

Section  2.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Program  and  Finance  Committees. 

Section  3.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Membership  Committee,  which  shall  include  two  additional 
members  appointed  by  the  President.  She  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Third  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman  of 
the  Printing  Committee. 

Section  5.    The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes 
of  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
RECORDING      shall  read  them  at  the  following  meeting  of  the 
SECRETARY      Board.    She  shall  also  prepare  an  annual  re- 
port of  the  work  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  send  out 
CORRESPONDING  notices,  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
SECRETARY  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 

and  act  as  Federation  Secretary. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Club,  deposit  them  in  the  name  of  the  Club 
TREASURER  in  the  bank  designated  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, keep  a  record  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, and  present  a  written  report  at  each  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  all  transactions  of  the  previous  month.  The  rec- 
ords of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year,  all  warrants 
and  vouchers,  and  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Auditor  April  30.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin 
May  1  and  end  April  30. 
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Section  8.  The  Registrar  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  the 
membership  and  report  on  same  each  month 
REGISTRAR       to  the  Board  of  Directors.     She  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Door  Committee. 

Section  9.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  She  shall  have  the  status  of  an  elected  officer.  The 
duties  of  the  Parliamentarian  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain 
to  that  office.  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order,  Revised,"  shall  be  the 
parliamentary  authority. 

ARTICLE  II 

Executive  Committee,  Board  of  Directors,  Board  of  Trustees 
Section  1.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Recording 
EXECUTIVE       Secretary,  the   Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
COMMITTEE      Treasurer,  the  Registrar,  and  the  Parliamen- 
tarian.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  act 

in  emergencies. 

Section  2.  The  management  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's 
Club  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors 
BOARD  OF  of  not  fewer  than  seventeen  nor  more  than 
DIRECTORS  thirty-nine  members.  This  Board  shall  organ- 
ize departments  and  transact  the  business  of 
the  Club.  It  shall  approve  all  committees,  inspect  all  records, 
make  all  contracts  and  leases,  and  approve  any  appointments 
made  during  the  year. 

Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  absent- 
ing herself  from  three  consecutive  regular  monthly  meetings 
without  a  satisfactory  excuse  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  nine  Trustees,  three 
to  be  elected  each  year.  The  tenure  of  a  Trustee 
BOARD  OF  shall  be  limited  to  three  successive  years.  After 
TRUSTEES  an  interval  of  one  year,  a  member  may  again 
become  eligible  for  election.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  March,  by 
ballot,  from  a  double  slate  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  by  a 
nominating  committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  President 
at  the  February  Board  meeting. 

Section  5.  Title  to  real  property  of  the  Club  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  only  by  the  authority  of 
this  Board  shall  debts  or  mortgages  be  made  chargeable  to  the 
real  property  of  the  club. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  in  consultation  with  a 
qualified  Trust  Officer  of  a  Fort  Wayne  Bank  will  act  as  the  in- 
vestment committee  for  the  administration  of  the  Memorial 
Endowment  Fund.  The  capital  and  income  from  this  fund  shall 
be  kept  invested  and  no  portion  shall  be  used  for  current  oper- 
ating expenses.  All  or  any  portion  of  this  fund  may  be  expended 
for  such  capital  outlay  as  seems  proper,  by  the  joint  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.    Names  proposed  for  membership  shall  be  spon- 
sored by  one  member  and  endorsed  by 
APPLICATION  FOR     two  others  who  are  personally  acquaint- 
MEMBERSHIP  ed  with  the  applicant,  except  when  the 

applicant  has  a  written  recommenda- 
tion from  a  Federated  Club.  The  names  of  the  applicants  shall 
be  presented  to  and  approved  by  the  Membership  Committee, 
posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  for  two  weeks  before  a  regular 
Board  meeting,  and  voted  upon  at  that  meeting.  A  member 
shall  belong  to  the  Club  for  at  least  one  year  before  presenting 
an  applicant  for  membership. 

Section  2.  Each  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  spon- 
soring or  endorsing,  each  year,  two  names  for  membership. 

Section  3.    Active  members  of  the  Club  should  register  in 
one  department  and  shall  have  the  privilege 
ACTIVE  of  attending  all  department  meetings.  They 

MEMBERSHIP      may  vote  and  hold  office  in  their  depart- 
ment. 

Section  4.  A  member  wishing  to  change  her  department 
for  the  following  year  shall  notify  the  Club  office  by  July  1. 

Section  5.  Absentee  membership  may  be  granted  to  a 
member  who  will  be  out  of  the  city  for  the 
ASSOCIATE  period  of  the  Club  year.  Applications  for 
MEMBERSHIP  such  membership  must  be  made  in  writing 
each  year  to  the  Registrar  and  approved  by 
the  Membership  Committee.  An  Absentee  membership  does 
not  entitle  the  holder  to  any  Club  privileges.  Absentee  mem- 
bers seeking  reinstatement  as  Active  members  shall  be  ad- 
mitted in  the  order  in  which  their  names  appear  on  the  Club's 
waiting  list,  but  without  the  payment  of  an  initiation  fee. 

Section  6.  Membership  is  terminated  by  resignation  sent 
to  the  Club  office.  Readmission  may  be 
TERMINATION  OF  obtained  by  filing  a  new  application  with 
MEMBERSHIP  AND  the  customary  fees  and  dues,  without 
REINSTATEMENT  formality  of  endorsement  and  without 
the  posting  of  the  application.  Any 
member  resigning  may  return  within  the  Club  year  by  paying 
full  back  dues. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power, 
after  thorough  investigation  or  at  the  written  request  of  five 
members  of  the  Club,  to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  for  con- 
duct likely,  in  their  opinion,  to  be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  DUES 

Section  1.  The  initiation  fee  shall  be  $25.00,  presented 
with  each  application. 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  for  Active  members  shall  be 
$25.00, 
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Section  3.  The  fee  for  an  Absentee  membership  shall  be 
$5.00. 

Section  4.    The  President  shall  pay  no  dues  during  her 

term  of  office. 

Section  5.  The  membership  card  for  the  year  shall  be  is- 
sued only  upon  payment  of  dues. 

Section  6.  Dues  are  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September,  and  those  who  have  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of 
November  shall  be  considered  delinquent. 

Section  7.  All  members  delinquent  December  1,  including 
Absentees,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  savings  fund  con- 
sisting of  $3.00  from  each  initiation  fee,  of  $125.00  annually 
for  a  Life  membership  for  the  President,  and  of  income  from 
stocks,  bonds,  or  other  property  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  in 
May,  at  which  time  reports  of  officers  shall  be  read  and  the 
new  Board  of  Directors  presented. 

Section  2.    Thursday  shall  be  reserved  for  the  General  Club. 

Section  3.  From  October  through  April,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  9:30 
A.M.    In  May  they  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday. 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  at  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  twenty-five  voting  members  of  the  Club. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  at  least  two 
regular  meetings  during  the  year,  in  October  and  March.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  of  the  Club  or  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  departments  may 
be  held  once  each  month.  Class  or  study  work  may  be  carried 
on  more  frequently  at  the  discretion  of  the  chairman  of  the 
department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  QUORUM 

Section  1.  Twenty-five  members  of  the  Club  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  all  regular 
meetings  of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Ten  members  of  a  department  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Section  3.  Nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  Five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 
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Section  5.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  DEPARTMENTS 

Section  1.  The  Club  shall  create  and  maintain  such  depart- 
ments as  may  seem  necessary.  A  department  shall  consist  of 
a  group  of  members  carrying  forward  a  definite  work.  The 
Departments  at  present  are  the  following:  American  Home, 
Book  and  Travel,  Civic  and  Welfare,  Fine  Arts,  House  and 
Garden,  and  Literature  and  Education. 

Section  2.  The  department  officers,  to  be  elected  by  the 
department,  shall  be  the  Chairman,  the  First  Vice-Chairman, 
the  Second  Vice-Chairman,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer. 
Department  Treasurers  shall  render  itemized  reports  to  the 
General  Club  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  Club  year.  Depart- 
ment officers  shall  be  elected  in  the  odd-numbered  years,  to 
serve  for  two  years. 

Section  3.  The  minimum  number  in  any  department  shall 
be  twenty-five. 

Section  4.  No  department  shall  undertake  any  money-mak- 
ing enterprise  without  consulting  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  5.  The  chairman  of  each  department,  with  a  pro- 
gram committee,  shall  provide  for  the  work  of  her  department. 

Section  6.  Money  collected  by  departments  for  any  pur- 
pose shall  be  turned  over  to  the  General  Club  Treasurer. 

Section  7.  Any  part  of  its  budgeted  allowance  not  used  by 
a  department  during  the  Club  year  shall  remain  in  the  General 
Club  Treasury. 


ARTICLE  VIII  —  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  Committees  shall  be  created  or  discontinued 
at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  Directors.  All  general  com- 
mittees shall  report  to  the  Board.  The  President  is  an  ex 
officio  member  of  all  committees  in  all  departments. 

Section  2.  Standing  committees  shall  be:  Decoration, 
Door,  Finance,  Hospitality,  House,  International  Relations, 
Legislative,  Membership,  Personnel,  Printing,  Program,  Pub- 
licity, Refurnishing. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  a 
Chairman,  the  President,  the  First  Vice-President,  the  Record- 
ing Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  previous  year, 
the  Registrar,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  new  Finance  Committee  shall  present  to 
the  new  Board  of  Directors,  in  May,  a  budget  of  its  estimated 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Section  5.  No  officer,  department,  or  committee  shall  in- 
cur indebtedness  in  excess  of  the  available  appropriation  with- 
out consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  6.  No  individual  or  group  shall  make  an  expendi- 
ture for  permanent  fixtures  of  the  Club  in  excess  of  $50.00 
without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  7.  The  Hospitality  Committee  shall  have  charge  of 
all  social  meetings  of  the  General  Club. 

Section  8.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Club  House  and  all  properties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  9.  The  Legislative  Committee  shall  investigate  cur- 
rent legislation,  also  all  petitions  which  come  to  the  Club  for 
endorsement.  Bills  and  petitions  deemed  worthy  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  consideration. 

Section  10.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  receive  all 
applications  for  membership,  investigate  qualifications  of  ap- 
plicants, and  present  them  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  11.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  employ  and 
discharge  all  paid  employees  of  the  Club.  All  matters  concern- 
ing paid  employees  shall  be  referred  to  the  Personnel  Commit- 
tee for  decision. 

Section  12.  The  Program  Committee,  after  consultation 
with  the  President  and  the  Chairmen  of  all  departments,  shall 
prepare  a  calendar  for  the  work  of  the  year  and  provide  for 
the  proper  carrying  out  of  this  work. 

Section  13.  The  Publicity  Committee  shall  furnish  reports 
of  Club  meetings  to  the  local  papers  and  the  press  committees 
of  the  State. 

14.  The  Refurnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  re- 
decorating and  refurnishing  the  Club  House. 

Section  15.  All  chairmen  of  committees  shall  automatical- 
ly resign  at  the  end  of  the  Club  year. 

Section  16.    In  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors the  President  shall  appoint  the  Chair- 
NOMINATING      man  of  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
COMMITTEE        General  Club.    The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  consist  of  this  Chairman  and  a  repre- 
sentative from  each  department. 

Section  17.  The  Executive  Committee  of  each  department 
shall  meet  in  November  and  choose  its  representative  and 
alternate.  The  names  of  these  representatives  and  alternates 
shall  be  reported  in  the  December  Board  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  annual  election  shall  be  concluded  at  10:00 
A.M.  on  the  third  Friday  in  February. 
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Section  2.    A  plurality  vote  shall  constitute  an  election. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  prepare  a 
ticket  with  nominations  for  officers  and  members-at-large  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  shall  present  it  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  January. 

Section  4.  This  authorized  ticket,  in  printed  form,  shall 
be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Club,  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, at  least  two  weeks  before  the  annual  election.  No  mem- 
ber shall  receive  a  ballot  unless  her  dues  are  paid  m  full. 

Section  5.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  act  as  tellers 
for  the  annual  election  and  shall  provide  a  closed  box  into  which 
ballots  shall  be  deposited  immediately  upon  being  received.  The 
polls  shall  be  open  immediately  after  the  distribution  of  bal- 
lots and  shall  be  closed  at  10:00  A.M.  on  the  third  Friday  in 
February. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  General  Club  shall  ;not  be 
eligible  for  the  same  official  position  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive years.  This  clause  does  not  affect  the  eligibility  of 
persons  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  unexpired  terms.  Qualifi- 
cations for  official  positions  shall  be  two  years'  membership 
in  the  Club;  for  the  presidency,  two  years'  service  on  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  7.  The  officers  shall  be  arranged  in  two  groups, 
each  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Group  A.  The  President,  the  First  Vice-President,  the 
Recording  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer,  to  be  elected 
in  even-numbered  years. 

Group  B.  The  Second  Vice-President,  the  Third  Vice- 
President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Regis- 
trar, to  be  elected  in  odd-numbered  years. 

Section  8.  The  three  Members-at-Large  shall  be  elected 
each  year  from  members  of  the  Club  who  have  not  served  on 
the  Board. 

Section  9.  The  annual  election  of  each  department  shall  be 
held  in  January  or  February. 

Section  10.  All  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  their  offices  immediately  after  the  May  Breakfast. 

Section  11.  The  new  officers  shall  be  invited  to  attend 
the  last  Board  meeting  of  the  Club  year. 

ARTICLE  X  —  GUESTS 

Section  1.  The  Guest  Ticket  Chairman  will  issue  two 
guest  tickets  per  year  to  any  member  upon 
GUEST  TICKETS  request.  A  fee  will  be  charged  for  addi- 
tional tickets.  Guest  tickets  will  not  be 
honored  at  the  Opening  Tea,  the  Christmas  Party,  the  Anni- 
versary Luncheon,  the  May  Breakfast,  or  any  other  starred 
program.    The  President  may  invite  guests  to  these  starred 
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functions  if,  in  her  opinion,  such  action  will  serve  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Guests  may  attend  only  two  meetings  during 
the  Club  year. 

Section  3.  Any  non-resident  Federated  Club  member  visit- 
ing in  the  city  may  be  admitted  as  a  guest  for  a  period  of  three 
months  at  all  regular  meetings,  upon  presentation  of  her  mem- 
bership card. 

Section  4.  All  guests  must  be  registered  with  the  guest 
Ticket  Chairman,  and  members  may  obtain  from  her  the  neces- 
sary information  concerning  previous  attendance. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  having  pro- 
posed amendments  read  at  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  voted  upon  at  the  last  two  consecutive 
meetings. 

Section  2.  In  an  emergency,  the  By-Laws  may  be  sus- 
pended by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

Section  1.  At  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, the  agenda  shall  be  as  follows:

4.  Communications  of  the  President. 

5.  Reports  of  officers  and  department  chairmen. 

6.  Reports  of  committees. 

7.  Election  of  new  members. 

8.  Unfinished  business. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 
10.  Adjournment. 

Section  2.    At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  the  agenda 

shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  of  Minutes  of  last  annual  meeting. 

2.  Miscellaneous  business. 

3.  Annual  resume  of  Club  activities  by  the  Recording 
Secretary. 

4.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

5.  Address  by  the  President  and  presentation  of 
new  officers.
